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ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1962 

To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  for  the  year  1962  in 
accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  having 
special  regard  to  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/63. 

Statistics 

General 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  the  lowest  since  1953  and 
for  the  month  of  June,  the  lowest  for  21  years.  December 
was  the  sunniest  on  record,  the  only  }^ear  when  over  100  hours 
of  sunshine  were  recorded. 


Vital 

The  population  figure  continues  to  rise,  reaching  13,250 
this  year. 

Again  this  year  four  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died, 
giving  higher  mortality  rates  as  there  were  fewer  births  this 
year. 

National  figures  issued  by  the  Registrar  General  for  1962 
show  a  further  definite  drop  in  infant  mortality  and  stillbirths, 
bringing  both  rates  to  new  low  records. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  no  maternal  death. 

Causes  of  Death 

Deaths  due  to  coronary  heart  disease  and  lung  cancer 
continue  to  show  a  national  increase  but  locally  there  were 
fewer  deaths  than  last  year. 

Notably  there  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  tuberculosis 
or  the  infectious  diseases. 

Nor  were  there  any  deaths  arising  from  motor  vehicle 
accidents  I  am  delighted  to  report. 

Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

A  large  number  of  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting 
occurred  during  the  summer  followed  by  “the  winter  vomiting 
disease”  in  October  to  December.  In  both  outbreaks  the 
cause  was  undetermined.  Food,  water,  sanitation  and 
ventilation  were  all  examined  without  result.  Specimens  of 
human  origin,  which  were  few  and  difficult  to  come  by  in  view 
of  the  sudden  onset,  and  the  short  duration  of  the  diseases, 
were  all  negative. 
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The  former  disease  must  be  suspected  as  dysentery  and  the 
latter  is  probably  a  virus  disease. 

Outbreaks  of  winter  vomiting  have  occurred  for  at  least 
the  past  four  years  and  seem  to  start  in  the  South  of  England. 

Three  persons  infected  with  Smallpox  entered  the 
country  on  separate  occasions  between  the  16th  and  the  25th 
December  1961.  In  each  case  the  infected  person  travelled 
by  air  from  the  stricken  city  of  Karachi  in  Pakistan,  where 
over  250  deaths  from  the  disease  were  caused  by  a  serious 
epidemic,  and  entered  the  country  before  evidence  of  the 
disease  was  present.  Each  had  a  certificate  of  revaccination. 
Two  of  the  immigrants  died.  The  resultant  epidemic  on  the 
mainland  focused  the  public’s  attention  on  vaccination, 
causing  a  great  demand  for  it  up  and  down  the  country. 
Against  the  advice  of  the  Ministry  and  prudent  Medical  Offi¬ 
cers  of  Health,  mass  vaccination  was  adopted  in  different  parts 
of  the  country. 

Stringent  measures  taken  by  port  health  authorities  and 
contacts  found,  vaccinated  and  placed  under  surveillance 
brought  the  epidemic  to  a  close. 

Of  the  24  United  Kingdom  residents  who  died,  none  had 
been  vaccinated  or  revaccinated  within  the  previous  three 
years,  except  eight,  who  were  vaccinated  or  revaccinated  after 
contact  with  smallpox. 

If  evidence  is  needed  on  the  value  of  vaccination  this  is  it 
and  yet  vaccination  in  childhood  still  has  the  lowest  acceptance 
rate  of  all  the  vaccinational  procedures. 

No  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  on  the  Island  but  one  was 
kept  busy  on  routine  follow-up  of  contacts  and  the  medical 
examination  of  suspected  cases. 

No  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified  for  the  sixth 
successive  year.  The  number  of  cases  in  England  and  Wales 
was  lower  than  it  has  been  for  nearly  half  a  century.  Notifi¬ 
cations  totalled  325. 

Since  poliomyelitis  was  made  notifiable  in  1912  only  once, 
in  1918,  have  fewer  cases  been  notified.  In  1947,  when  the 
disease  assumed  epidemic  proportions,  there  were  more  than 
7,000  cases  and  in  1955,  the  year  before  the  vaccination 
campaign  began,  there  were  over  6,000  cases. 

Following  the  campaign,  more  than  18  million  people  in 
England  and  Wales  have  been  vaccinated. 

The  Minister  of  Health  issued  a  statement  in  which  he 
said,  “Local  authorities,  the  doctors  and  everyone  concerned 
are  to  be  congratulated  but  the  new  low  record  is  no  reason  to 
let  up  on  vaccinations. 
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Poliomyelitis  can  always  stage  a  comeback  if  the  people 
under  forty  who  are  still  unprotected  do  not  get  themselves 
vaccinated  and  if  the  vaccination  of  infants  and  children  is 
allowed  to  fall  off”. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases,  19 
excluding  food  poisoning,  was  the  smallest  for  a  decade. 

Infectious  diseases  in  England  and  Wales  were  less 
prevalent  than  usual,  the  incidence  of  whooping  cough  being 
exceptionally  low.  The  notifications  of  scarlet  fever,  acute 
pneumonia,  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fever  were  also  below 
the  level  of  recent  years.  Notifications  of  diphtheria  showed 
a  fall  after  being  at  a  fairly  constant  level  during  the  past  four 
years  and  were  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

In  July  there  was  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  affecting 
23  persons  (17  notified)  out  of  31  consumers  at  risk.  Five 
separate  households  were  involved  and  the  cause  was  traced  to 
sliced  cooked  ham  contaminated  with  staphylococci  and 
supplied  from  one  retailer.  The  cases  varied  in  severity  from 
mild  to  severe  and  one  case  was  admitted  to  hospital.  All 
made  a  complete  recovery.  No  ham  was  available  for 
examination.  The  shop  staff  showed  no  signs  of  infection. 
At  about  the  same  time  elsewhere  on  the  Island  a  similar 
outbreak  occurred  and  the  ham  responsible  was  from  the 
same  national  supplier,  who  withdrew  all  stock. 

I  was  informed  by  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of 
Pensions  and  National  Insurance  that  Sickness  Benefit  claims 
for  the  week  ending  20th  January  were  350  per  cent  above  the 
normal  weekly  average,  represented  by  a  total  of  598  against 
the  usual  160. 

Enquiries  made  to  general  practitioners  disclosed  that 
some  two  thirds  of  this  total  were  due  to  cases  of  influenza 
and  bronchitis.  As  routine  the  presence  of  influenza  in  the 
districts  was  notified  to  a  Senior  Medical  Officer  at  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

During  the  year  the  Council  adopted  byelaws  under 
Section  77  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  to  regulate  stan¬ 
dards  of  hygiene  in  hairdressing  shops.  That  there  is  a 
potential  danger  of  spread  of  minor  conditions,  such  as  boils, 
which  nevertheless  cause  a  considerable  amount  of  pain  and 
disturbance,  is  evident  from  two  recent  surveys.  One  was 
carried  out  this  year  in  Australia  and  the  other  in  Glasgow  in 
1959.  The  surveys  showed  that  instruments,  towels  and 
cloths  with  inadequate  cleansing  and  sterilization  can  easily 
spread  staphylococci,  which  can  flourish  with  the  minor  skin 
damage  unavoidable  in  haircutting.  Codes  of  practice  were 
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issued  to  all  proprietors  and  an  inspection  of  each  premises 
was  carried  out.  Conditions  were  found  to  be  generally 
satisfactory. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  from  Southampton  visited 
the  Island  during  May,  June  and  July.  The  total  number  of 
persons  X-rayed  was  15,814  (14,471  in  1960).  The  number 
of  cases  of  significant  pulmonary  tuberculosis  discovered  was 
37,  giving  an  incidence  of  2.42  per  1,000  (7.12  per  1,000  in 
1960).  For  full  details  of  this  survey,  see  the  Report  of  the 
Director,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  the  above  information. 
With  the  support  of  the  public,  by  making  use  of  the  facilities 
offered  by  Mass  Radiography,  medical  science  is  at  present  in 
a  position  to  completely  eliminate  tuberculosis  in  this 
country. 

Removal  of  Persons  in  Meed  of  Care  and  Attention 

No  action  was  required  this  year  under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Fluoridation  of  Public  Water  Supplies 

The  Standing  Dental  Advisory  Committee  after  studying 
the  report,  “The  Conduct  of  the  Fluoridation  Studies  in  the 
United  Kingdom  and  the  Results  achieved  after  five  years”, 
advised  the  Minister  of  Health  “to  take  action  to  promote  the 
general  adoption  of  fluoridation  in  England  and  Wales  as  soon 
as  possible”. 

The  Minister  of  Health,  Mr.  Enoch  Powell,  announced  in 
Parliament  on  the  afternoon  of  the  10th  of  December  that  he 
will  approve  schemes  submitted  to  him  by  local  health 
authorities  for  arranging  with  water  undertakers  to  add 
fluoride  to  water  supplies  where  these  are  deficient  in  it. 

In  1959  five  Island  water  sources  were  analysed  and  found 
to  contain  from  0.10  to  0.20  fluoride  parts  per  million,  which 
would  necessitate  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  bring  the  level 
up  to  the  desired  concentration  of  one  part  per  million. 

It  has  been  shown  conclusively  that,  where  the  concen¬ 
tration  of  fluoride  is  raised  to  a  level  of  one  part  per  million, 
the  amount  of  dental  decay  in  children’s  teeth  is  reduced  by 
some  50  to  60  per  cent,  and  that  the  benefit  conferred  lasts 
well  into  middle  age. 

That  there  is  need  for  such  a  reduction  is  patently  obvious 
to  anyone  with  the  slightest  dental  experience. 

Exhaustive  scientific  evidence  has  shown  the  process  of 
fluoridation  to  be  completely  safe.  The  World  Health 
Organisation  stated,  “all  these  findings  fit  together  in  a 
consonant  whole  that  constitutes  a  great  guarantee  of  safety; 


a  body  of  evidence  without  precedence  in  public  health 
procedures". 

Two  learned  judges  have  ruled  that  it  is  not  medication 
and  that  there  is  no  interference  with  personal  liberty.  One 
summed-up  thus,  "As  the  process  would  not  be  acceptable  if  it 
were  ineffective  or  hazardous,  any  objections  to  it  based  on 
personal  right  should  be  evaluated  as  objections  to  a  public 
health  measure  which  is  not  merely  beneficial  but  also  safe". 

There  is  a  small  vocal  well  organised  minority  who  oppose 
this  measure.  I  deprecate  the  play  they  make  upon  people's 
fears,  their  use  of  statements  taken  out  of  context,  their 
selfishness  in  complaining  that  fluoridation  is  only  for 
children,  their  disregard  for  and  distortion  of  the  truth,  and 
their  use  of  that  objectionable  word  "fluoridationists".  Shall 
we  be  hearing  of  "vaccinationists",  "pasteurisationists", 
"chlorinationists",  "notificationists",  "nutritionists",  "sani- 
tationists",  etc.,  etc.? 

Already  well  over  forty  million  people  throughout  the 
world  drink  water  to  which  fluoride  has  been  added  and  I 
have  no  doubt  the  process  will  be  adopted  eventually  in  this 
country. 

Medical  advances  have  been  opposed  in  the  past;  this  is 
nothing  new. 

The  cost  is  on  an  average  about  lOd.  per  head  per  year 
and  that  is  for  the  Island  less  than  a  Id.  rate. 

I  think  it  is  a  sad  reflection  on  the  times  that  were  these 
comments  on  fluoridation  adverse,  the  widest  publicity  would 
ensue. 


Housing 

I  should  like  to  record  with  appreciation  the  helpful  and 
positive  support  by  the  Committee  in  obtaining  suitable 
council  housing  accommodation  for  the  elderly,  the  handi¬ 
capped  and  those  with  urgent  public  health  problems. 

Health  Education 

Health  education  is  part  and  parcel  of  routine  daily  work. 
Stress  this  year  was  placed  upon  Smoking  and  Health  as  well 
as  the  hardy  annuals  food  and  general  hygiene.  It  was, 
however,  decided  not  to  take  advantage  of  the  offer  made  by 
the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  of  a  visiting  mobile 
van  for  propogating  the  dangers  to  health  from  smoking. 
Apart  from  doubts  about  the  efficacy  of  this  method  it  was 
thought  that  an  approach  to  the  prime  target,  youth,  would 
be  better  made  by  the  local  health  authority. 

During  the  year  21  talks  on  health  topics  were  given  to 
various  organisations  and  bodies. 
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Conferences  and  Courses 

The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  I  attended  the 
annual  conference  held  by  the  Royal  Society  for  the  promotion 
of  Health  at  Scarborough.  This  was  the  first  I  had  attended 
and  I  found  it  to  be  a  stimulating  and  worthwhile  experience. 

The  Council  approved,  much  to  their  credit,  the  atten¬ 
dance  of  Mr.  Lerigo,  the  additional  Public  Health  Inspector, 
to  the  Diploma  of  Municipal  Administration  Course  held  at 
the  Portsmouth  College  of  Technology. 

New  Legislation 

The  new  statutes  passed  during  1962  had  little  direct 
significance  in  regard  to  public  health.  This  was  not 
unexpected  following  a  year  when  four  statutes,  of  consider¬ 
able  importance  to  public  health,  had  become  law. 

The  Landlord  and  Tenant  Act  1962  contains  provisions  in 
regard  to  the  provision  of  rent  books  and  ownership  of 
properties  which  will  be  of  assistance  to  public  health 
departments. 

The  only  statutory  instrument  of  direct  importance  to 
public  health  departments  was  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations  1962  which  made  minor  amendments  to  the  1960 
Regulations. 

There  were  however  a  considerable  number  of  statutory 
instruments  affecting  Food  and  Drugs  authorities. 

Stall 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year. 

Acknowledgements 

Again  this  year  I  can  record  with  great  pleasure  the  able 
support  and  sincere  loyalty  given  me  by  Mr.  Tubb,  the 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I  am  glad  to  record  also  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
willingly  given  by  Mr.  Lerigo,  the  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  the  Clerks  Mr.  Pierce  and  Miss  Thomas,  and  the 
Rodent  Operative,  Mr.  Courtney. 

In  conclusion,  I  thank  the  Public  Health  Committee  and 
the  Council  for  their  active  interest  and  support  during  the 
year  and  as  this  is  the  last  report  I  shall  be  making,  may  I 
say  I  have  been  proud  to  be  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  Sandown/Shanklin  Urban  District  Council.

To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

The  following  report,  the  tenth  since  my  appointment,  on 
the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  and  the  work 
carried  out  during  1962,  which  I  have  the  honour  to  submit, 
is  set  out  as  a  separate  section  by  courtesy  of  Dr.  J.  D.  Russell, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  amount  of  new  legislation  affecting  the  work  of  the 
department,  was  less  than  for  many  years  past.  There  has 
been  some  progress  however  in  that  Parliament  is  at  present 
considering  a  number  of  measures,  which  it  is  hoped  will 
provide  much  needed  new  or  revised  legislation  in  respect  of 
some  important  public  health  matters. 

I  think  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  ignorance  on  the  part  of 
many  of  the  general  public  causes  them  to  regard  local  govern¬ 
ment  officials  solely  as  enforcement  officers.  A  request  for 
advice  from  and  consultation  with,  the  appropriate  officials 
on  many  matters  concerning  them,  can  more  often  than  not 
result  in  securing  help  and  achieving  compliance  with  the 
necessary  requirements,  at  less  expense  and  more  quickly, 
than  to  proceed  and  then  find  that  what  has  been  done  sub¬ 
sequently  necessitates  even  informal  action  by  the  local 
authority. 

In  the  field  of  food  hygiene,  particularly  in  a  holiday 
resort,  it  is  essential,  not  only  to  secure  compliance  with  the 
letter  of  the  law,  but  to  try  and  get  over  to  employer  and 
employee,  why  compliance  is  necessary.  An  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning  or  other  illness  resulting  from  negligence  at 
even  one  premises,  could  easily  result  in  publicity  which  might 
adversely  affect  the  prosperity  of  the  whole  district  and  more 
than  offset  the  good  done  by  all  the  advertising  that  is 
undertaken. 

During  the  year  I  attended  the  Annual  Congress  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Health  at  Scarborough  and  a  course  for  Chief 
and  Senior  Public  Health  Inspectors  at  the  Civil  Defence  Staff 
College.  I  am  indebted  to  the  Council  for  these  opportunities. 
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I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by 
Mr.  V.  L.  Lerigo  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
that  done  by  the  Clerk,  Miss  J.  F.  Thomas  and  Mr.  Courtney 
the  Rodent  Operator. 

I  would  also  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Committee  and  other  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support  and  interest  and  to  my  colleagues  in 
other  departments  for  their  co-operation.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

This  Council,  as  all  local  authorities  on  the  Island,  is 
represented  on  the  Isle  of  Wight  Water  Board  which  is  an  ad 
hoc  authority  responsible  for  the  provision  and  maintenance 
of  the  main  supplies  for  the  Urban  District. 

The  supplies,  although  interchangeable  to  some  extent 
according  to  supply  and  demand,  fall  into  three  main  sections. 

Sandown  and  Lake 

The  East  Yar  River  and  Dyers  Springs  at  Newcliureh 
provide  the  supplies  for  this  area.  The  water  is  treated  at  the 
Sandown  Waterworks,  by  pre  chlorination,  coagulation  with 
alum,  settlement,  filtration,  activated  carbon  and  post 
chlorination.  This  water  also  supplies  part  of  Shanklin  and 
other  areas  outside  the  Urban  District  according  to  demand. 

Shanklin 

The  Greatwoods  and  Cowlease  catchment  areas  are  the 
sources  of  supply  for  most  of  the  Shanklin  Ward  although 
small  areas  are  dependant  upon  supplies  from  Sandown, 
Wroxall  and  Chillerton  Water  from  all  these  sources  is 
treated  prior  to  distribution. 

Luccombe  Village 

Water  from  St.  Boniface  Down  is  collected,  treated  and 
pumped  to  reservoirs  from  which  it  reaches  the  village  mains 
by  gravity  flow. 

General 

The  water  supplies  to  the  area  and  its  several  parts  were 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  results  of  bacterio¬ 
logical  and  chemical  analyses  are  given  below. 

The  blizzard  and  exceptionally  cold  spell  which  began 
at  the  very  end  of  the  period  under  review  caused  difficulties 
which  will  be  dealt  with  in  greater  detail  in  the  report  for 
1963. 

Once  again  a  number  of  complaints  were  received  over 
several  short  periods  concerning  the  taste  of  the  water  from 
the  Sandown  supply.  This  is  known  to  be  due  to  the  presence 
of  very  small  quantities  of  phenols,  although  considerable 
investigation  works  have  not  shown  their  origin.  Remedial 
action  is  by  use  of  activated  carbon  but  even  this  does  not 
completely  remove  the  possibility  of  minute  concentrations  of 
phenols  combining  with  the  chlorine  forming  chlorophenols. 
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Whilst  these  are  non  injurious,  their  presence  gives  the  water 
an  unpleasant  taste  which  is  amplified  when  the  water  is 
heated.  Twenty-two  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis 
regarding  the  presence  of  phenols. 

The  waters  from  the  supplies  for  this  area  have  been 
tested  and  certified  as  not  being  liable  to  be  plumbo-solvent. 

There  are  4,224  dwellinghouses  in  the  district  with  a 
population  of  13,250.  With  the  exception  of  two  farms,  six 
cottages  and  two  large  houses,  all  are  supplied  from  the  Board  ’s 
main  supplies. 

No  premises  in  the  district  are  supplied  from  wells  or  from 
stand  pipes  for  domestic  purposes.

Observations 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a  satisfactory  water  free 
from  animal  or  vegetable  pollution. 

This  sample  is  free  from  metallic  contamination  apart 
from  an  insignificant  trace  of  iron. 

As  a  result  of  my  examination  I  am  of  the  opinion  that, 
from  a  chemical  aspect,  the  water  is  suitable  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  department  took  20 
samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  analysis. 

Two  were  from  the  Chalybeate  Spring,  four  from  points 
in  the  water  service  of  a  hostel  as  a  specific  investigation  and 
three  from  two  private  supplies.  All  results  were  satisfactory. 

Eleven  samples  were  also  taken  from  a  chine  to  assist  in 
tracing  the  degree  and  location  of  pollution. 

Swimming  Pools 

There  are  four  swimming  pools  in  the  district.  Only  one 
is  open  for  use  by  the  general  public.  The  remaining  three 
are  located  at  a  private  hotel,  girls  public  school  and  a  primary 
school. 

The  results  of  the  five  samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
analysis  were  all  satisfactory. 

Frequent  checks  are  also  made  to  ascertain  the  amount 
of  residual  chlorine. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

Sewers 

Sewage  from  the  whole  district  gravitates  or  is  pumped 
to  the  Sandown  works.  The  effluent  from  the  works  is 
pumped  to  an  extended  sea  outfall  after  screening  and  sedi¬ 
mentation,  discharge  taking  place  only  at  favourable  states 
of  the  tides. 

The  system  which  is  combined  worked  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year.  Only  on  one  occasion  when  there  was 
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an  exceptionally  heavy  rainstorm  did  slight  flooding  occur 
and  this  was  due  to  inadequacy  of  a  small  length  of  branch 
sewer.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  remedy  this  defect. 

As  development  continues  whereby  new  estate  sewers 
eventually  discharge  into  old  sewers,  other  cases  may  occur 
where  under  exceptional  conditions  localised  difficulties  occur. 
These  cannot  be  foreseen  but  can  only  be  dealt  with  as  they 
arise. 

Drainage 

Public  Sewers  (subject  to  Section  24  of  the  Public  Health  Act , 
1936) 

Investigation  of  defects,  and  supervision  of  repair, 
renewal,  alteration  and  testing  of  drainage  works  necessitated 
503  visits  during  the  year. 

The  department  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  all 
drainage  works  to  existing  drainage  systems  even  if  plans  are 
submitted  for  byelaw  approval. 

The  Surveyor  is  responsible  for  entirely  new  drainage 
systems  and  Council  owned  properties  and  inspection  figures 
in  relations  to  these  are  not  included  in  the  above  figures. 

The  number  of  (Section  24)  public  sewers  found  to  require 
repair  or  renewal  in  part  or  entirely,  was  six,  serving  nineteen 
properties. 

The  year  has  shown  a  further  increase  in  the  instances 
where  pitch  fibre  pipes  and  fittings  are  used  in  preference  to 
earthenware. 

Apart  from  a  saving  of  time  and  expense,  often  less 
disturbance  is  necessary  in  using  this  material. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  trend  to  convert  hotels,  boarding 
houses  and  other  premises  into  individual  flatlets  each  with 
their  own  sink  and  other  sanitary  appliances  will  increase  the 
incidence  of  stoppages  unless  the  public  cease  to  use  drainage 
systems  as  auxiliary  means  of  disposing  of  miscellaneous 
refuse. 

Public  Cleansing 

Controlled  tipping  at  a  site  adjoining  the  sewage  works 
where  reclamation  of  marsh  land  is  in  progress  is  the  method 
of  disposing  of  refuse  from  the  whole  of  the  urban  district. 

A  weekly  collection  service  is  provided  throughout  the 
district  except  for  a  small  number  of  outlying  premises  from 
which  fortnightly  collection  is  made. 

Augmentation  of  the  service  takes  place  in  the  towns 
during  the  seasonal  months  by  additional  crews  and  vehicles 
and  more  frequent  collections. 
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During  the  year  there  has  been  a  further  increase  in  the 
number  of  premises  changing  over  to  paper  sacks  and  holders 
in  lieu  of  dustbins,  for  refuse  storage.  Those  who  have  made 
the  change  hold  the  view  that  the  advantages  more  than 
equal  the  small  extra  cost  involved. 

Comment  has  previously  been  made  concerning  the 
general  change  in  the  nature  of  domestic  refuse  mainly  in 
regard  to  less  weight  but  greater  bulk.  It  is  also  noted  that 
there  is  a  trend  for  fluctuations  in  the  amount  of  refuse  to  be 
greater  from  collection  to  collection  particularly  from  hotels 
and  other  premises  where  refuse  cannot  be  classed  as  trade 
refuse. 

The  Litter  Act  is  generally  regarded  as  being  of  little  use 
in  dealing  with  the  problem  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
in  public  places.  The  majority  of  the  public  are  remiss  in  this 
respect  and  do  not  seem  to  be  aware  of  the  fact  that  hygiene 
and  tidy  conditions  can  only  be  maintained  by  their  co¬ 
operation.  The  provision  of  litter  receptacles,  emptying  them 
and  the  general  scavenging  necessary  becomes  more  and  more 
costly. 


Caravans,  Chalets  and  Camping  Sites 

Licensed  Caravan  Sites 

Since  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act  1960,  the  considerable  improve¬ 
ment  of  amenities  and  conditions  has  continued. 

The  general  policy  has  been  to  amend  the  20  year  plan¬ 
ning  approvals  to  permanent  approval,  for  all  sites  where  full 
compliance  with  the  site  licence  conditions  has  been  achieved. 

Of  the  six  sites  in  the  area,  this  has  been  accomplished 
in  three  cases,  is  nearing  completion  in  two  others  and  is 
deferred  by  agreement  in  respect  of  the  sixth. 

The  existing  capacity  of  the  licensed  sites  totals: —

All  sites  have  their  own  camp  shops  and  other  amenities, 
e.g.  licensed  clubs,  T.V.  and  recreation  rooms,  etc.,  are 
provided. 


Individual  Caravans 

Mainly  as  a  result  of  improved  standards  on  the  licensed 
sites,  a  considerable  number  of  the  smaller  and  less  well 
equipped  caravans  have  been  withdrawn  from  licensed  sites 
to  be  replaced  with  larger  new  modern  models. 

The  vans  withdrawn  have  been  available  for  sale  at 
comparatively  low  figures. 

In  many  cases  these  have  been  bought  for  use  as  summer¬ 
houses,  tool  sheds,  playrooms,  etc.,  but  also  for  use  as  bed¬ 
rooms  either  by  householders  or  hoteliers. 

During  the  year  47  such  vans  have  been  located  other 
than  on  licensed  sites. 

Because  of  this  undesirable  trend  and  because  it  is  known 
that  a  further  150  vans  will  be  removed  from  licensed  sites 
within  the  next  year,  the  Council  have  taken  steps  to  control 
the  position. 

Questionnaires  have  been  sent  to  each  owner  to  ascertain 
the  actual  or  proposed  use  of  the  van.  In  the  light  of  the 
information  obtained  and  as  a  result  of  inspection,  the  vans 
are  either  classed  as  exempt  “being  used  as  incidental  to  the 
enjoyment  of  a  dwelling  house”  or  requiring  town  planning 
approval  and  licensing  under  the  Act. 

The  Council  hold  the  view  that  where  additional  staff  or 
guest  accommodation  is  required  this  should  be  provided  by 
extension  to,  or  adaptation  of  the  existing  premises  and  not 
by  the  use  of  caravans,  the  siting  of  which  in  many  cases  is 
unsatisfactory  and  out  of  keeping  with  the  locality. 

Chalets 

I  here  are  two  sites  in  the  district  providing  chalet 
accommodation. 

Both  are  restricted  to  use  for  human  habitation  to  the 
summer  months  only.  One  site  comprises  60  individual  chalets 
which  are  entirely  self  contained.  The  other  comprises  12 
chalets  in  blocks  with  some  communal  facilities. 

Both  sites  have  their  own  camp  shop. 

Tents 

Two  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  in  respect  of 
land  used  as  sites  for  moveable  dwellings  under  Section  269 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

Both  these  sites  are  situated  in  the  Shanklin  ward. 

There  are  also  a  number  of  farms  which  permit  limited 
camping  by  exempted  organisations,  e.g.  Boy  Scouts,  Boys 
Brigade,  etc.,  for  short  periods  at  the  height  of  the  season. 


Rodent  Control 

The  year  under  review  was  the  first  full  year  during  which 
the  Council  operated  a  rodent  control  Service  ior  the  district. 

The  policy  of  providing  a  service  for  all  types  of  premises 
either  on  an  annual  contract  basis,  or  on  a  small  fixed  charge 
for  domestic  premises,  with  concessions  to  old  age  pensioners 
was  continned. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  171  complaints  were  received. 
These  together  with  routine  inspections  and  area  visits  to 
neighbouring  premises  whenever  an  infestation  was  found, 
necessitated  3,256  visits  by  the  operator.

There  were  93  annual  contracts  in  force  at  the  31st 
December,  all  of  which  expire  on  31st  March,  1963. 

No  sewer  test  baiting  was  carried  out  during  the  year  as 
there  were  no  takes  during  the  1961  tests. 

The  working  of  a  complete  year  has  confirmed  the 
impression  gained  during  1961  that  a  locally  operated  rodent 
control  service  is  both  more  economical  and  more  efficient  than 
the  previous  arrangement. 

The  question  is  often  asked  why,  if  the  rodent  control 
service  is  efficient,  is  there  no  appreciable  reduction  in  the 
incidence  of  infestations.  The  answer  would  appear  to  be  in 
realising  that  rodents  are  prolific  breeders,  that  they  have  a 
very  short  gestation  period,  that  they  breed  throughout  the 
year  and  that  the  public  generally  do  not  take  sufficient  care 
to  avoid  providing  harbourage  and  plentiful  supplies  of  food 
for  rodents. 

In  this  last  respect  spillage  from  feeding  poultry,  pet 
birds  or  throwing  out  bread,  etc.,  for  wild  birds  is  a  ready 
attraction  to  rodents.  Experience  has  shown  that  rodents 
are  lazy  and  suspicious  and  seldom  remain  far  from  a  ready 
supply  of  food. 


Insect  Pest  Control 

Although  the  incidence  of  flies  during  the  year  was  again 
below  average  the  fact  that  only  two  infestations  were  dealt 
with  by  the  department  tends  to  give  a  false  impression. 

1  his  is  thought  to  be  due  to  the  much  increased  use  of 
aerosol  fly  sprays  which  now  cost  comparatively  little,  bv 
hoteliers,  shop-keepers  and  the  public  generally.  Apart  from 
cost,  the  convenience  of  using  an  aerosol,  many  of  which  are 
now  scented,  is  much  more  acceptable  than  using  a  spray 
charged  with  a  pungent  smelling  insecticide. 

The  figures  given  below  for  insect  infestations  dealt  with 
by  the  department  do  not  include  those  of  vermin.

Advice  was  given  and  in  some  cases  insecticide  supplied 
on  recharge,  in  a  further  nine  instances  of  minor  infestations 
of  various  insects  such  as  red  mite  etc. 

The  department  also  dealt  with  nine  wasp  nests  during 
the  year. 

Verminous  Premises  and  Persons 

Disinfestation  from  vermin  was  necessary  in  respect  of 
thirteen  premises. 

Eight  of  these  were  flea  infestations,  one  premises 
becoming  re-infested.  In  four  cases  the  infestation  was  due 
to  cats  or  dogs.  An  infested  second  hand  armchair  in  one 
instance  and  general  lack  of  cleanliness  in  dwellings  occupied 
by  elderly  persons  living  alone,  were  the  causes  in  the  other 
cases. 

There  were  five  infestations  of  bed-bugs,  all  in  hotels. 
In  one  case  a  staff  room  occupied  by  a  foreign  worker  was 
affected.  In  the  remaining  four  cases,  one  room  only  in  each 
premises  was  infested,  apparently  by  verminous  persons 
having  occupied  the  rooms.  In  all  cases  the  infestations  were 
slight  and  these  were  effectively  dealt  with,  there  being  no 
evidence  of  re-infestation. 

Shops 

Inspection  of  shops  in  regard  to  the  health  and  welfare 
provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950  necessitated  97  visits  during 
the  year. 


It  was  only  found  necessary  to  serve  written  notices  in 
two  cases. 

The  Council  continued  to  exercise  delegated  powers  in 
relation  to  closing  hours  and  Sunday  trading.  The  existing 
orders  made  under  the  Act  provide  for  the  maximum  exemp¬ 
tions  in  order  to  enable  shopkeepers  to  give  the  services 
required  by  the  general  public,  particularly  during  the  summer 
months. 

It  is  not  known  what  changes  may  result  from  proposed 
legislation  regarding  shops,  now  before  Parliament,  but  it  is 
generally  held  by  Shops  Act  Authorities  and  by  traders 
organisations  that  the  need  to  revise  and  simplify  the  existing 
laws,  is  long  overdue. 

Hairdressers  and  Barbers 

During  the  year  the  Council  adopted  byelaws  under 
Section  77  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961. 

The  byelaws  came  into  force  on  1st  October,  1962.  At 
the  same  time  codes  of  practice  were  issued  and  circularised  to 
all  proprietors  to  assist  them  in  complying  with  the  byelaws 
and  to  help  them  achieve  and  maintain  a  satisfactory  stan¬ 
dard  of  hygiene. 

Inspections  of  all  premises  were  made.  In  no  case  was  it 
found  necessary  to  serve  notice  for  structural  defects  or  for 
general  lack  of  cleanliness. 

The  12  notices  served  related  to  the  need  to  improve 
methods  of  sterilising  implements  and  equipment  and  for 
providing  better  welfare  amenities.

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Noise  Abatement  Act  1960 

During  the  year  three  written  complaints  were  received. 
As  in  previous  years  however  there  were  an  appreciable  num¬ 
ber  of  tentative  complaints  and  requests  for  advice  and 
information.  These  mainly  referred  to  the  playing  of  radios 
in  public  places  which  is  now  governed  by  byelaws  for  which 
the  police  are  the  enforcement  authority. 

The  complaints  dealt  with  by  the  department  referred  to 
noise  from  a  compressor  being  used  in  connection  with  night 
work  of  an  emergency  nature;  to  dogs  barking  at  noise  origin¬ 
ating  from  a  business  engaged  on  work  until  the  early  hours 
and  the  noise  and  vibration  of  refrigeration  equipment. 

In  the  first  instance  the  very  temporary  nature  of  the 
work  provided  its  own  solution,  in  the  remaining  cases, 
informal  action  removed  any  further  justifiable  cause  for 
complaint. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

During  the  year  two  licences  to  keep  a  Pet  Shop  were 
issued  under  the  above  Act. 

One  refers  to  a  shop  from  which  cage  birds,  puppies, 
hamsters,  tortoises  and  tropical  fish  are  sold.  The  other 
deals  only  in  cage  birds. 

Inspections  showed  that  conditions  at  both  premises  were 
satisfactory. 

Talks 

Eight  talks  were  given  to  various  organisations  during 
the  year. 

Four  of  these  referred  to  food  hygiene  and  four  to  other 
aspects  of  public  health  environmental  work. 

Complaints 

371  complaints  were  received  during  1962  which  was  a 
decrease  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

Although  some  classes  of  complaint  showed  increases 
the  overall  reduction  was  due  to  the  decrease  in  the  number 
of  complaints  in  regard  to  general  defects. 

A  number  of  complaints  arose  regarding  insanitary 
conditions  arising  from  itinerant  short  term  camping,  on 
land  immediately  adjoining  the  cliffs. 

Because  of  the  ownership  of  the  land  and  the  frequent 
changes  in  the  identity  and  number  of  campers  it  was  difficult 
to  achieve  prohibition  of  camping  or  to  get  a  speedy  abate¬ 
ment  of  the  nuisances  which  arose.  Steps  have  since  been 
taken,  as  far  as  possible,  to  prevent  a  recurrence,

Housing 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  declared  a  block 
of  five  properties  as  a  Clearance  Area.  Negotiations  are  at 
present  in  progress  pending  the  making  of  a  Clearance  Order. 

Earlier  in  the  year  a  Closing  Order  had  been  made  in 
respect  of  one  of  the  properties  now  included  in  the  above 
mentioned  area.  A  Closing  Order  was  also  made  in  respect 
of  a  basement  flat  from  which  the  tenant  was  rehoused  by 
the  Council. 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  five  houses 
which  were  previously  subject  to  Closing  Orders  and  Demo¬ 
lition  Orders  were  also  made  in  respect  of  a  further  block  of 
four  back-to-back  houses.  In  all  nine  cases  demolition  has 
been  completed  and  the  rebuilding  of  offices  has  commenced 
on  the  site  of  the  last  four  properties  referred  to  above. 

The  Council  did  not  undertake  the  building  of  any  new 
units  of  accommodation  during  the  year.  The  filling  of  casual 
vacancies  occurring  in  existing  Council  Houses,  bungalows  and 
flats,  was  the  means  of  dealing  with  the  most  urgent  cases  from 
the  housing  applicant’s  waiting  list. 

In  this  connection,  rehousing  thirteen  applicants  from 
the  list,  resulted  in  a  further  eight  transfers  so  that  the  best 
use  could  be  made  of  the  accommodation  available.  This 
resulted  in  twenty  one  changes  of  tenancy  during  the  year. 

Analysis  of  the  type  of  accommodation  required  by 
applicants  on  the  housing  list  shows  that  there  is  an  almost 
equal  demand  for  units  of  two  and  of  one  bedroom,  with  a 
preponderance  in  the  latter  type,  for  ground  floor  accom¬ 
modation. 

The  average  age  of  applicants  on  the  list  tends  to  increase, 
mainly  because  more  young  couples  are  buying  their  own 
property  and  secondly  because  older  people  displaced  from 
rented  property  are  usually  unable  to  buy  outright  or  to 
negotiate  mortgages  because  of  their  age. 

Holiday  Flatlets 

The  trend  to  convert  hotels  and  other  large  properties 
into  one  roomed  or  two  roomed  furnished  holiday  flatlets,  has 
increased  during  the  year. 

In  some  cases  the  conversion  has  been  carried  out  in  an 
imaginative  and  worthwhile  manner,  providing  satisfactory 
units  of  virtually  self  contained  accommodation.  This  refers 
in  the  main  to  units  of  two  or  three  rooms.  In  other  cases, 
either  because  the  property  does  not  readily  lend  itself  to  such 
conversion,  or  because  the  aim  has  been  to  provide  too  many 
units,  the  standards  have  not  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Bearing  in  mind  the  provisions  of  Sections  15-19  of  the 
Housing  Act  1961  the  Council  have  given  instructions  for 
detailed  inspections  of  all  such  premises  to  be  made  and  for 
notices  to  be  served  under  Section  15  in  appropriate  cases. 

A  standard  schedule  grading  the  number  of  occupants 
permitted,  according  to  the  size  of  rooms,  is  to  be  applied,  and 
consultations  with  the  County  Fire  Officer  as  to  adequacy  of 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  will  take  place  regarding  each 
premises. 

Whatever  the  advantages  to  proprietors  may  be  and 
despite  public  demand  and  acceptance  of  this  type  of  accom¬ 
modation,  the  use  of  one  room  only  by  a  family  for  sleeping, 
keeping,  preparing  and  eating  food,  washing  and  living  even 
for  the  short  period  of  a  holiday  can  only  be  regarded  as  a 
retrograde  step. 

General 

During  the  year  a  procedure  has  been  adopted  whereby  a 
circular  letter  is  sent  to  the  persons  concerned  in  respect  of  all 
premises  subject  to  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders.  This 
requires  them  to  ensure  that  the  public  services,  i.e.  gas, 
electricity  and  water  are  properly  cut  off  on  the  premises 
being  vacated  and  prior  to  demolition. 

The  public  utility  companies  are  then  asked  to  certify 
that  disconnection  has  been  carried  out  by  them  or  to  their 
satisfaction. 

Rent  Act,  1957 

Only  one  application  for  a  certificate  of  disrepair  was 
received  during  the  year  and  this  was  granted. 

No  applications  for  revocation  of  certificates  previously 
issued  were  received.  There  are  now  at  least  twenty  cases 
where  certificates  have  been  issued  and  where  presumably  the 
tenants  have  resumed  paying  the  rent  increase  after  some  work 
has  been  done,  without  the  certificate  having  been  revoked. 

The  number  of  rent  controlled  tenancies  decreases  each 
year  as  premises  become  vacant  and  are  sold  and  not  relet. 

It  is  fortunate  that  in  this  district,  where  both  the 
quantity  as  well  as  availability  of  unfurnished  accommoda¬ 
tion  to  rent  is  extremely  small,  that  the  demand  for  it  is  also 
relatively  small  in  relation  to  the  total  population. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

As  has  been  the  subject  of  previous  comment,  work  in 
connection  with  the  promotion  of  good  hygiene  is  always 
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important,  but  in  a  holiday  resort  it  is  of  paramount  impor¬ 
tance,  because  of  the  high  proportion  of  food  premises  in  the 
area  and  the  incidence  of  the  seasonal  influx  of  visitors. 

During  the  year  708  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 
Over  a  number  of  years  it  has  been  found  that  the  changes  in 
ownership  or  of  persons  in  charge  in  this  class  of  premises,  is 
considerable  from  year  to  year.  This,  coupled  with  the  ever 
present  problem  of  changes  in  staff,  makes  it  difficult  to  main¬ 
tain  or  progressively  improve  a  good  standard  of  food 
hygiene. 

Instances  have  been  found  where  alterations  of  a  struc¬ 
tural  nature,  or  in  regard  to  equipment,  made  by  a  new  owner, 
have  unwittingly  caused  contravention  of  the  regulations  in 
premises  where  compliance  had  previously  been  achieved. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  in  some  cases  proprietors  go  into  a 
food  business  with  little  or  no  previous  experience  and 
encounter  difficulties  in  running  the  business  because  of  their 
lack  of  experience. 

During  the  year  72  notices  were  served  and  compliance 
effected  in  respect  of  49  notices. 

Food  Complaints 

Of  the  nineteen  complaints  received,  seven  referred  to 
foods  being  unfit  or  contaminated  to  some  degree  and  a  brief 
summary  follows: — 

(1)  A  small  caterpillar  was  found  at  the  base  of  an  ice 
cream  cone  sold  from  a  mobile  shop  in  a  rural  part  of 
the  area. 

(2)  A  cigarette  end  was  found  adhering  to  the  base  of  a 
loaf.  There  was  doubt  as  to  where  and  when  the 
contamination  occurred. 

(3)  Clotted  cream  purchased  localty  by  a  returning  visitor 
was  found  on  arrival  to  be  sour.  Investigations 
showed  it  had  been  in  the  sun  in  a  closed  car  for  a 
considerable  period. 

(4)  A  portion  of  a  wasp  was  found  on  top  of  an  iced  cake. 
There  was  no  proof  as  to  where  or  when  the  con¬ 
tamination  occurred. 

(5)  A  portion  of  fruit  cake  wrapped  in  cellophane  was 
misty  and  found  to  be  mouldy  on  being  opened. 

(6)  A  wholemeal  loaf  was  found  on  being  cut,  to  be  “pink” 
in  colour.  The  analyst’s  report  showed  nothing 
unusual  or  injurious. 

(7)  Sausage  rolls  bought  early  in  the  morning  and 
carried  round  in  a  small  plastic  bag  all  day  were 
slightly  sour  the  following  morning. 
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In  none  of  the  above  cases  were  legal  proceedings  insti¬ 
tuted  as  in  most  instances  detailed  investigations  showed 
doubt  as  to  how  or  when  the  conditions  arose.  Where 
considered  necessary,  warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  vendors 
concerned. 

The  remaining  complaints  either  referred  to  food  hygiene 
or  such  matters  as  e.g.  overcooked  chips,  or  were  in  respect  of 
“value  for  money”.  In  such  cases  every  effort  is  made  to 
reconcile  differences  between  purchaser  and  vendor  although 
no  official  action  is  either  possible  or  necessary. 


General 

Spot  checks  have  been  carried  on  in  regard  to  the 
temperature  in  frosted  food  cabinets. 

There  is  still  insufficient  care  taken  to  have  these  cabinets 
regularly  maintained,  to  avoid  exceeding  the  “load  line”  and 
to  maintain  strict  rotation  of  stock. 

The  latter  faults  mainly  arise  from  too  many  varieties  of 
goods  being  stored  in  too  small  a  cabinet.  In  serving  a 
customer  it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  remove  other  stock, 
and  in  replacing  it,  a  time  lag  may  occur,  stock  becomes  mixed 
up  and  the  load  line  is  exceeded.

Milk 

Six  premises  are  registered  as  Dairies  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959. 

There  are  16  premises  in  the  district  from  which  milk  is 
sold  in  bottles  as  received.  Eight  of  these  are  shops  on  the 
caravan  and  chalet  sites. 

There  are  three  milk  distribution  depots  in  the  area  all 
supplied  from  the  central  depot  at  Newport.  There  are  no 
pasteurisation  plants  in  the  district. 

The  Isle  of  Wight  as  a  whole  is  a  “specified  area”  for 
milk  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations. 

All  milk  sampling  is  undertaken  by  the  Isle  of  Wight 
County  Council  who  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority. 


Ice  Cream 


There  are  three  premises  in  the  district  registered  for  the 
manufacture  of  Ice  Cream.  From  one  of  these,  ice  cream  is 
produced  for  wholesale  distribution  throughout  the  Island, 
in  the  other  two  cases,  the  firms  concerned  produce  only  for 
retail  sale  from  their  own  premises  within  the  district. 

All  the  main  national  producers  of  ice  cream  have  depots 
and  distribution  facilities  on  the  Island  for  the  supply  of 
retailers. 

During  the  year  21  samples  were  taken  and  the  results

The  one  unsatisfactory  result  was  in  respect  of  a  sample 
taken  from  an  opened  can.  In  addition  one  Ice  Cream  Lolly 
sampled  for  plate  count  was  satisfactory. 
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It  would  appear  that  the  preferences  of  the  general  public 
are  either  for  prewrapped  ice  cream,  or  soft  mix,  dispensed 
from  machines  directly  into  cones. 

Serving  from  bulk  cans,  except  in  catering  premises, 
appears  to  be  on  the  decline.  Because  this  reduces  the 
likelihood  of  contamination  from  non-sterile  servers,  from 
cans  being  left  open,  and  because  it  reduces  handling  and 
human  contact,  this  trend  is  to  be  welcomed. 

No  samples  of  fruit  lollies  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
analysis  as  experience  has  shown  that  the  pH  value  of  this 
product  does  not  encourage  and  may  well  reduce,  the  growth 
of  bacteria. 

The  sampling  of  Ice  Cream  for  fat  content,  preservatives 
and  ingredients  and  lollies  for  their  pH  value,  is  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  Food  &  Drugs  Authority. 

Because  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  instances  found, 
where  ice  cream  conservators  were  being  used  as  general 
refrigerators  for  other  commodities,  e.g.  margarine,  butter, 
frosted  foods,  etc.,  a  circular  letter  was  sent  to  the  proprietors 
of  all  registered  premises,  requiring  them  to  discontinue  this 
practice  forthwith. 

Bakehouses 

There  are  six  bakehouses  in  operation  in  the  area.  There 
is  also  one  used  as  a  bulk  store  for  foodstuffs  by  a  baker  who 
has  centralised  his  production. 

During  the  year  one  bakehouse  has  been  modernised  with 
extensive  structural  alterations  and  improvements.  New 
replacement  and  additional  equipment  has  been  installed 
including  an  automatic  gas  oven  of  the  latest  design. 

One  other  bakehouse  has  revised  its  layout  to  facilitate 
working  and  make  increased  production  possible. 

One  bakehouse  produces  bread  only,  for  consumption 
throughout  the  Island.  One  produces  meat  pies  and  fancy 
pastry  only  and  the  remaining  four  produce  both  bread  and 
cakes. 

During  the  season,  three  of  the  bakehouses  also  produce 
meat  pies  and  pastries. 

Whilst  most  caterers  buy  tinned  loaves  and  do  their  own 
slicing,  the  increase  in  demand  by  the  general  public  for  sliced 
bread,  continues. 

It  would  appear  that  this  preference  is  not  entirely  due 
to  the  convenience  of  the  bread  being  sliced,  but  is  to  some 
extent  related  to  the  fact  that  sliced  loaves  are  wrapped  and 
gre  therefore  more  hygienic, 
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Licensed  Premises 

The  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  these  premises  was 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  despite  trial  periods  using 
detergents  produced  for  the  trade,  a  number  of  licensees  have 
reverted  to  hot  water  and  common  soda  for  washing  up  and 
are  of  the  opinion  that  this  method  gives  the  best  results 
particularly  for  removing  lipstick. 

The  trend  of  using  more  metal  drums  with  gas  assisted 
dispensers  has  reduced  the  use  of  wooden  barrels  with  long 
draw  lines. 

During  the  year  there  was  a  further  increase  in  the  number 
of  hotels  granted  licences.  The  provision  of  bar  facilities 
etc.,  in  these  premises  has  generally  been  of  a  good  standard.

(a)  General  Sanitation
